Traverse of Election Requirement 

The Election Requirement set forth in paper No. 7, dated March 21 , 2003 has been 
carefully considered and Applicant respectfully traverses the requirement on the grounds 
that the invention is directed to a stable suspension of a biologically active protein 
(Group I: Claims 1-5,7, 9, 10-21 and 34-35) and to a method of delivering such stable 
suspension (Group II: claims 22-33). The invention is not limited to a single protein but 
to the formulation, i.e., the stable suspension or method of delivering the stable 
suspension. 

Applicant admits for the record that prior art disclosing a stable suspension of any 
biologically active protein would be relevant to the determination of the patentability of 
the invention disclosed and claimed herein. 

If the claimed invention is restricted to a single protein Applicant would be forced to 
file literally hundreds of divisional/continuation applications to capture the invention as 
originally claimed. Applicant would be agreeable to restrict continued prosecution to the 
Claims of Group I and would file a divisional application covering the claims of Group II. 
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
